That the agitation against the presence 
of CliiD«8B in this province and the in- 
jurious effects of their competition whii 
white labor lias not lesaeiiecl was signiG- 
cantly shown it the crowded public meet- 
ing couvonod on Friday nif»ht to protest 
against the iniacarriiiKu Mid violation of 
the OhincsB restriction and regulation act. 
So far from having lessoned, the agitation 
haa not only grown bat taken such prac- 
tical shape that its Icadora felt themselves 
in d position to submit to.thu public at 
that meeting a reaolution which, though 
lengthy, was plain-spoken to a dugreo. In 
that reaolution, which met with the un- 
qualified approval of tho largo audiouce 
present, was included a direct char^o 
af;ainat the collector of customs for this 
port of having flatly refused to perform 
his duty in enforcing tho provieiona of tlie 
act, to have inado himself thereby a party 
to the fraud, and to Iiivvb been guilty of 
oriiiiinal neglect of duty, Tho unnustak- 
itble lanf;uageof tho charge and tlie nmn- 
ner in whioh it was brought indicate that 
the prinTo movers of the resolution are 
(or think they are) pr(.>pared to substan- 
tiate the accusation witli'the must positive 
ovidenco. Tlio Hpeakera at tho meeting 
were eesentially reprosontative workiiig- 
meu (unlike one or two individuals hero 
•who try to pose as workiiigmen or, fiiilmg 
that, as the workingmau'a friend, to cany 
out their own ends), and earnest and de- 
terminod men, whose intelligoiico has 
brought theia in a labor crisis like tho 
present to ilio foremost rank to light 
against all invuaiuiis of their right to pro- 
cure a subsiBtonce whose means shall he 
commenaurato with llio value of thuir 
toil. They recognize tliia as a basis of 
the equalization of capital and labor and 
their oU'urtj to secure it aa a sacred riglit. 
As white men tlioy wish so to livo in t'lo 
country of thoir birth or adoution, and 
aa Christians should in a Christiau 
country. They foresee not only a groat 
approaching struggle between capital and 
labor (speaking as betweun tho white race 
itself) but a more iniuiiiierit evil, one that 
is in fact already upon them — tho cfl'eeta 
of competition with, or rather contact 
with, Cliincse slave labor. Fcjryeara this 
province agitated mora or lusa for tlie 
restriction or total prohibition of Chinese 
immigration, though in n somewhat de- 
sultory manner, and at last received the 
plain assurftiico from Caimda's present 
premier that no restrictive legislation in 
tliia respect nrould he passed by the Do- 
miuioD nor allowed ko bo naaaod by this 
province .-until the completion of llio 
Oanad.lan' Pacific railway. The railway 
is almost completed, and a measure im- 
posing a tax of f 50 per head upon Chinese 
immigrants haa beci>me law. Tho prin- 
ciple of tho act ia protective and a con- 
cession on tlio part of the federal govern- 
ment to tho strong anti-Mongolian feel- 
ing in this province. The amount of the 
poll-tax: is not great, but if the act is 
properly administered it will bo found — 
as it has been found in .-Viistralia — to 
answer the purpono. The flaw in the act 
IS that relating to the iis'.iaiica of certill- 
catea for ru-Diitry . It ia almost impossi- 
ble to identify a Chinaman among many 
of his follows, especially after a lapse of 
time, and manifestly impuMsible to identify 
large numbers of them. Their aignaturoa, 
from tho stylo, would form no teat of 
their porsoiialit}', and a brief luattor-of- 
form description of them is useless and 
absurd — in fact, a farce on the face of it. 
Add to theso unfavorable conditions for 
proper idenlifioation the charge of a 
lackadaiaacal obsorvaiico of tho letter of 
the act by the appointed controller and 
the consequence is easily foreseen. Ger- 
tiflcatea isaued Fill be and, it ia asserted 
are, transferred from one Chinaman to 
another as best suits their convenience. 
Tho public rightly see through this 
flaw the utter iiioflicioncy and miscarriage 
of the law, and in their strongly express- 
ed resolution censure the action, or more 
properly, inaction of tho present controller 
(Hon. W. Elaraley) and record tho failure 
of the act, aa at present framed, to answer 
its intended purpoae> Now Shia, so fnr, 
may bo true; but becauso the apirit of tlio 
act under its present administration is in- 
operative, it dooa not of necessity stamp 
the act itself as utterly useless. Our peo- 
ple should remember that given unanimi 
ty of mind, and tho remedy is in their 
hands. How this is so in this particular 
instance can he best explained by the fol- 
lowing copy of certain correspondence bu- 
tween Mr, .N. yhakeapeare, M. P., and 
the Hon. tho Blinistor of Customs: 

(COl'Y.) 

"Vjcioria, Oct. lliLh, 188:1 
"To the UoiioruhU the MiiuMcroJ Citxtoiii^, 
Otia wa : 

"Dk.vii Si It, — I desire to call your atten- 
tion lo tho fact that, in my opinion, the 
appointing of cualoviu olUciala to carry out 
the provisioiia of the Chinese restriction 
act ia a farce. I will give you my reasons 
for thinking so, \o far as Victiiria is con- 
corned, the whole of tfis officials' time ia 
taken up io CDiniection with tho customs, 
and if they had the tinin they have not 
been notified that they were to receive any 
eitrn pay for tho extra work, and ho.iee 
they could not, be expected to take the in- 
terest in it that ia neeessary. Tho result 
is the law is hardly enforced in any ono 
particular. I kuow of ono case myself 
where one Ohins.man has been guilty of 
personating another, and the matter ha.s 
been brought tu the notice of Mr. Ham- 
ley, and yet the provisions of clause 10 of 
the act have not been put in forco. If 
the Roverniuent intend carrying out tho 
provisions of tlie law it can only be done 
by appointing a proper person to fill the 
position of controller, andpay him a decent 
salary to as to inducehiratu takuaploasuro 
in bis vork, Mr. Hainley takies no inter- 
eat in it at all, in fact ho says it is impos- 
sible for him to attend to it. Tho govern- 
ment can Wflll afford to pay an odieer. 
Tho receipts already under this act at thi.s 
port are nearly four thousand dollars with- 
in six weeks. I hope ..you will do your 
best to have tho necessary machinery set 
to work at onee for the proper enforco- 
ment of the act.

That thoro may be a llttlo friction in the 
beginning I atn not at all surprised; but 
every step has been taken that can bo to 
enforce the act, and as diffinulties ariso 
they will be provided for. You may rest 
I^SBUreditliat it is nut only the desire but 



the intention of the government to on- 
forco the act. Tho colluctor has been 
notified to employ a man tu assii>t hiui in 
carrying out its provisions, and Z am sat- 
isfied it will be done better in this iray 
than by niultiplying bfijctals, and if Mr. 
Uamley does not attend to it he will, be 
called to account. 

"If Mr. Hamley knows of personation 
by any Chinamon he is culi)abie for not 
punishing, and will he so infsirmed. 

"It ia not for the collector to say 
whether he approves of the act or not; his 
duty ia to enforce its provisions, and wo 
will see that he dooa so. 

"I shall be very glad at any time to re- 
ceive a note from yon poinliiig not any 
defects in tho working of tho act, ui- dere- 
liction of duty on the part of the officials.

Tho presGiit controUor will oithor bo 
retained and itiattuclud to act m a nioro 
efiicier.t inamier, or be replaced n.s ciuoli 
by Bomo ono calculated to givo better sat- 
isfaction (though above and licyoud all 
this it should be borne in mind that Mr. 
Hainley haa not boen heard from and 
may be able to give a th.-ir iii>;lily coaviiic- 
ing reply to the charge laid i-.yaitiac him) 
If after any possible cl^iiigi^ m this diree- 
tioii the act still proves iiiultic.uiMiia, .-luf*- 
ticieiit proof to that oll'oct will curl aiii ly 
bring about any reiiuired aineudiaL'iit.s. 
NVo think that one of them cou-ld advan- 
tageously be made by .the introduction in 
the act of a clause contained in local pro- 
hibitive measure, which stipulated tho de- 
posit, with the api)licalioii for a eertilioate, 
of tho photograph of the ai)p!icaiit, as 
tho hi'.at obtainahlu ino.ans of future idon- 
titicatioii.

The Estini- 
iniiu.x were suftering for fotyi»j^because of 
tho failure of the fisheriea, Bil^d he gave 
them what ho could spare. On Aug. 21at 
all four left their post in an open sailboat 
taking with them 25 jiounds of meat 
and a barrel and a half of bis- 
cuits and started for Ungava Bay. 
After a voyage of tliirteon days, made 
under most dangennis and unc(jinfortablo 
circumatances, the littlti party readied 
their destiiiatiiui at Fort Ulime. They 
boarded the ateaiiier Labrador for Rigolet, 
which they loached September 28th. 
Thence they went ono day's journey in a 
sail boat tu Indian Harbor.. On October 
'S.'td the steamor Hercules took them to 
(irady, and they came theuce to Grace, N. 
P., on the steamor Vanguard, arriving 
last Tiiosduy.

TIIEiHICKS'HiySTEKY. 



As far from Soiulion as Ever. 

A«!Joaruiueiit or Inquest for 
Further Pdlicc^Invcsti- 

fifBtionlT" " . 

Enquiry into the death of John Hicks 
was resumed . yesterday moruint; ut the 
city hall. •• ' 

Capt. Moffatt'a examination continued: 
I did not see tho piirso picked up and do 
not know who handed it to ine. I did 
not pick up ;\!!y papers; the watch chain 
is not broken at all; it was on hia vest 
when it waa brought in; tho memorandum 
produced waa. picked up with tho two 
letters, a little below Mr. Laaoelles' house; 
I cannot swear to tho handwriting on tho 
ineraoranduni; I picked up the piatol in 
the field about aixty or auvuiity feet from 
the centre of tho road. One chiunbar waa 
loaded. I gave it to tho suporiiitendont 
ill the same condition as I pi-'.kod it up; 1 
did not see any blood; Sup>irintondent 
Bloomfield called my attention to a stain 
on the' piatol' which he said waa blood; the 
stain I alluded to ia not on the revolver 
now; I picked up the piatol on Thursday 
mi)riiin</ about 7 o'clock; niy attention 
vva.H called to it by Mr. Li.scellea, who saw 
mo whon I picked it up. Tho biillot pro- 
duced is tho one taken from Mr. Hicks' 
body, and I believe of tho aitine calibre us 
the sheila produced. 

Mrs. Lascellea sworn: I am the vfifeof 
Jamos Lascellea. Wo live in a house on 
0»WL'go street, a few yarda below Mr. 
Mollktt'a; 1 remember Wednesday even- 
ing last; I waa awako and watching for 
my eldest boy, who waa out. My bed- 
room has a window overlooking the street; 
I had a lamp in the room, but it waa 
turned down very low, and tho street was 
lighted by the electric light; a little be- 
fore ton o'clock 1 waa lying down at the 
tin-.s, when I saw a tbali oomeiui the wall 
through the window, which I thought was 
li|/luuiin{; inmiediatily after 1 hoard a 
report, aa of a pistol; soon after ruport of 
thu pistol I heard a man yelling as if he 
nraa crazy; I looked from the 
window, and saw a man fltiinding 
on the grass on the opposite side of 
tho road from our stable with an over- 
coat on, he was still yelling, and aeumed 
to be standing still. I jumped up, and 
said I would go out to him, my husbund 
anid no, he will shoot you. ImineJiately 
after I saw tho tliah and heard the report 
of the second shot, the flash came from 
close in front nf hitn and ho fell with his 
head towards tlie fence, and appeared to 
be lying on his back. I could see nobody 
standing over him, or near hitn. While 
ray husband waa dressing I saw the man 
turn over and gut up on his knoea and 
afterwards on hia fuot, and wHlko(i iiuickly 
in a stooping pusilion along llie .street, on 
the grass towarda 'Mr. Moll'att'a hciuau. 
After walking a short diataneo a third 
shot waa tired, it seemed to bi; close in 
front of his body, and close iifter it a 
fourth shot, and then he fell again. 1 
saw Mr. Moffiitt coming. I recognized 
him by hia smoking caj); he came up to 
the house and c.illed L.tscullcf, and I 
think Lascellea nnawored him. I replied 
"that Mr. Lascellea would bo there In a 
minute, but I'll bo out first." Aa I went 
out of the gate I mot a ludy coming to 
me. She asked me for water. » I went 
back with her into the house, and when 
I came out again tliu man had boon re- 
moved.' I walked straight into Mr. 
Moffatt's diniiigroom and there saw the 
wounded man sitting in a chair. He 
said: "I have been robbed of uverything, 
my money and papers." He appeared to 
be in his right mind. 

Thia evidence waa corroborated by Mr. 
Lascelles. 

— Copoland, sworn; On Wodue.iday 
evening last, a few minutes before ten a. 
m. I wa» in my house when I saw three 
flashes and heard tho slmta. I got up and 
looked through the window; 1 heard 
somebody shouting and continue until tho 
last ah'it <vai tired. I heard the cry of 
murdar and I hurried up and ran dovfii 
tu where I s'aw two men. one lying down, 
and one atai:.ding up; the latter I recog- 
nised as Mr. Moffatt. I asked who the 
other waa and was told it waa Hieka, 
whom I hnlpod to carry into the house. 
Coming from my liouae to the placo where 
1 found Hicks I neither saw nor hoard 
anyone. The shouting came directly af- 
ter tho first shot. It waa about eight 
minutes from that time until 1 arrived. 

To Mr. Braden — I could soaroel;^ tell 
at the distance of 30 yards whether it was 
u man lying there; I miyht have told at a 
distance of 20 yards. 

At this point the coroner suggested to 
tho jury the advisability of adjourning 
the enquiry. "There seems to be, 
gentlemen," he said, "some mysterious 
features in the circuinatancea of this man's 
de:'vth which, in my opinion, need to be 
thoroughly cleared before tho return of a 
verdict. It liea with ymi aa to whether 
you agree to this course; but my couiiaol 
would bo not too hastily to arrive at n de- 
cision which you might afterivarda wiah 
had been deferred. It ia true Mr. and 
Mrs. Lascelles ijive a veraion of the affair 
which would relievo you from all doubt 
if you are quite euro they were not mis- 
taken, 'i'hero are circumatanccj in the 
case which contradict their view of it and 
particularly the statement made by 
this unfortunate dead man. The deceas- 
ed in tho most deliberate and solemn 
manner stated under oath to mo an the 
evening before hu died that ho waa shut 
and robbed by two men wlioni he dis- 
tinctly raw, and (110 of whom he aavv run 
away in the direction in which the pistol 
was' picked up. Now ope does not know 
what to think in auoh a caae and if we ad- 
journ tho inqueat sonio little further 
t;imo, perhaps cirouinstancea may urido 
which would thrnw more light iqion the 
affair. It ia perfectly incredible that the 
man who, ao far as we know, had no trou- 
ble suiUoient to cause him to do au should 
take his own life, and that after having 
done BO should adhere to hia statement 
that he was shot and robbed by aoino por- 
aon or persona unknown. How wo can 
reconcile those atatementa, at prcaent I do 
not know. However the jury are them- 
selves horo to judge tho caae; though iny 
idea is that it would be prudent toadj^jurn 
the inqueat for, at least, a few days."

A Bad Lookout. 

Captain Delauney, who has boon tho 
accepted weather prophet in France ever 
since he predicted the Java earthijuake, 
haa juat publiihed hia meteorological al- 
manac for 1886; and, unlesa he is uU 
wrong in his calculationa, next year prom- 
ises to bo an "anneo terrible," and that 
not merely from tho meteorological, but 
also from the political point of view. 
For, according to M. Delauney, there ia 
an intimate connection between cosmic 
and political disturbances, a theory suf- 
ficiently indicated in tho name — "nietoo- 
ropsychology" — which he haa given to 
thia branch of science. Ho confidently 
prodifita aeveral uncommonly deatructivo 
earthquakes in the course of next year. 
Our planet ia, ho has ascertained, excep- 
tionally troubled in thia way every 28 
years; and the year 188U oomplolea one 
(if these oyoles. He further expects that 
Saturn will make us a present of a por- 
tion of hia ring in tho shape of a comet, 
which will probably outshine tho great 
comet of 1868. The subterranean dis- 
turbance will continuo for aoino nine 
months out of the twelve. May will be 
the worst mouth of the twelve, the period 
of maximum perturbation being the first 
three days of that once merry month.

THE BATTLE OF PETROPAU- 
LOVSKl. 

A Coi'i'ect Vei'siuii of the Storm- 
ing: or tlie liussian Town. 

And Subsequent Incidents Con- 
nected Therewith. 



A number o( statements and comnumi- 
cations appeared in TIte Goloniat in Sept- 
ember laat in reference to the attack on 
Petropaulovski by tho allied fleets of the 

English and French in the summer of 
]854. Some of the assertions wore con- 
tradictory, and loarning ihu other day 
thnt 

MB. HENHT OAYDON, 

at present on the Victoria police force 
waa present at the eiigagoniont a reporter 
called on liim and asked for a correct 
atatement of the affair. The old inan-a- 
war's man complied willingly and said: 

"Wo were lying in Callao whon the first 
news waa received of the war between 
England and Russia, the man-o'-war 
Virago bringing tho intolligonco to ua 
from Panama. Our Heet consisted of the 
President, I'iuue and Virago, the latter 
being tho only war vosaol on tho Pacific 
station provided with ateam. I waa on 
board the President, Admiral Price's 
flagship, in the carpenter's crew, W. J. 
Tippins, of Fort street, being ono of the 
admiral's joiners. After tho news our ship 
wont to tho French island of (iamretogot 
a tranaport abip lying tliere, and then we 
procoeded to Honolulu, whure the Eng- 
lish and French fleets, consisted alto- 
getlier of six vosaola, three of each nation, 
with English and Frottch admirals, the 
former being ohief in command. The 
Kroiieh ve-isuU were tho flagahip, which 
wu called the "Krench Fort," a man of 
war and a brig. Proviaions wore secured 
ut Honolulu, including some beef cattle, 
and a start was made fur Pe'rdpaulovakt in 
the beginning of July. 

"We arrived off that port in about three 
weeks time, and the two admirals and all 
the captains took the Virago and ateainod 
into llio outer h irbor t i make an exunii- 
iialion uf thi! town and its diifencea. The 
inner harbor was a most diflicoit one to 
enter, it boing protuctoil by a iirecipitoua 
island, uu whiuli wua stationed a saddle 
battery of five gana, while on the oppo- 
site side was another battery. To pass 
theae the vessels would be subjected to

tho distance from tho ialand to the shore 
being about three -quarters of a mile. On 
tho opposite side of tho ialand the shore 
was a gravelly beach covered with water 
at high tide, on which was planted anoth- 
er battery; beyond this beach was a lake, 
reached by the salt water at high tide. A 
considerable distance beyond thia the 
Amoor river oiitorod the sea. A passage- 
way had been built along thn boaoh and 
at tho foot of a mountain, covered with 
scrubby pines, winding around to tho 
Russian barracks and tho town which was 
situated fur in from tho inner harbor, tho 
latter further protected by two Russian 
war-ships, part of whose guns had been 
utilized for aome batteries. The admir- 
ali saw that they had a difficult task to 
take tho fort. 

"However, they returned next day and 
during the interval had arranged that tho 
three English vessels were to make the 
first attack, to be followed by the French, 
Tho former were to atthck certain batter- 
ies and tho latter othora. Next morning 
an oarly start was made, with tho Preii- 
dont ahead. Tlie French admiral had all 
along shown a disposition to shirk the 
fight, and there was angry feeling among 
his commanders, and Admiral Price see- 
ing tho

behind, suddenly changed hia plans 
whon just out of range of the shore bat- 
teries, and the fleet came to an anchor 
tho French vessels in coining up also an- 
choring. 

"Next morning it waa agreed that boats 
from the aix shipa were to be lowered, 
and about 700 mon landed on the beach 
to take the battery there and then march 
to the barracks and the town. The Vir- 
ago W.1S to take the two fl.igshipa in tow, 
tho English on tho port side, the French 
on the atarboard. The former in paaaing 
the island battery waa to nour in a broad- 
side, tlio latter then to drop anchor and 
as soon aa the other vessel paaaed hIso to 
fire a broadside into the iiaddle battery. 

"It was juat aa we were about to be tied 
to the Virago that tho unfortunate death 
of| Admiral Price occurred. The captain 
of the President, Capt. Burridge, had 
a few minutes before been complaining of 
the action of the commander of the Vira- 
go. The old admiral said kindly, "Keep 
oool; no doubt Oapt. Marshall is doing 
the best he can." He then went below to 
hia quarters to dress for tho engagement. 
A few minutes elapsed and a pistol shot 
was hoard. The senior officer hurried to 
the cabin and found tho admiral lying on 
the seat wounded. Hia coat and panta 
were partly buttoned, Tho surgeons 
made an examination and it waa found 
that a pistol ball had entered above hia 
heart and ghmeed down about four inchsa. 
Tho only word') he spoke before ho breath- 
ed hia last were to Capt. Burridge, "Cap- 
tain," he said, "treat the boys kindly." 

"There was consternation and aorrow 
on board at thia sad occurrence, and tho 
attack waa poatponed until next day, the 
French admiral now taking command of 
the fleet. You see, it waa not after the 
battle that Admiral Prioo waa ahot, but 
bofore, and although no ono knew how, 
it waa evident that while placing his pis- 
tol in hia breast pocket the charge had 
gone otr and made a fatal wound. No ono 
on board ever thought that the admiral 
had suicided; he was too bravo a man for 
that, and it was only when we had again 
reached San Franeiaoo that the lying re- 
port WH8 spread through Amoric^ii noffa- 
papers. 

"Noxt rtiovniiiy tho admiral's body was 
lowered into a galley and anchored with 
a guard in charge, and tho programme 
prepared by him carried out. Tho throe 
vessels approached lha island, the broad- 
aidos given nild every man in the battery 
except one killed. Ho had on « red 
shirt and worked the guua hiiuaelf until a 
ball cut him clean in tv.'o. It aoemed a 
pity, oiir capti\iu said, to kill so bravo a 
mnn- 

^'Iil the moantime the French ahip had 
gone ahead and stormed the 'fish battery,' 
called so because it was near some largo 
fish curing houses, which a shell aet on 
firo. 

"The veasela in the harbor wore engiig- 
od and tho land forco, which was now on 
shore, got in ordsr to march to tho back 
of the town. While they were forming a 
couple of, the French were shot without 
any one seeing where it came from. A 
Frenchman then saw a tarpaulin on the 
boach move and aevoral going to it they 
found throo RuBciana underneath feigning 
sleep, Tiiey were promptly run through 
with bayonets, tho men carrying thoir 
bodies on the bayonets and pitching them 
haadlonj; iiitp the burning fish-houaea. 



Underneath the tarpaulin was a large 

canoe in which the ammunition for the 
fish battery waa stored. 

•''i'ho troops boing formed Ihoy com- 
menced tho march across the boach and 
around the mountain, Ca|)t. Porter of the 
marinea being in charge. Cii getting 
around the bend they came nuddenly upon 
the Russian barraoks, which were protect- 
ed by a square log house with loopholes, 
the approach being further guarded by a 
a wide, deep trench filled with water. In- 
side the trench were 5ve field pieci^s, and 
another battery of three pieces was on 
the left hand aide; the block houso being 
filled with troopa and the roof of tho 
barracks oovered with prostrate Bussians. 

"Captain Parker received the first ahot; 
it entered his mouth and came out of hia 
neck. He gallantly turned, waved hia 
aword to the mon and urged them on to 
the attack. Again facing the enemy he 
received a second shot in the same way 
and foil deod. 

"The batteries poured into our ranks a 
deadly fire of grape and canister, while 
tho mon in the fort also kept up a rapid 
fire. There waa no chance of returning 
it; we had no field piecea, and tho men in 
the fort could not bo got at. An attempt 
was then made to climb tho moiintain and 
descend to the rear of the barracks and 
into the town; but the Russians made a 
similar mnvetnent up an nnaier alopn to 
head ua oil'. The French and Ruasian 
uniforina wore so similar that the former 
were shooting down their own mon, as the 
brush was so thick tliat we ■?,ot scattered. 

"Seeing the hopeleasnetB of the at- 
tempt to reach the town, dpt. Burridge 
Bounded a retreat, and the troops harried 
to tho boats, which were taken and the 
vessels boarded; many who were far in 
tho rear had to awiin to the ships, 

"The loss in tho land force was nearly 
fifty, while a number wore killed on tho 
fiagahip, which was also badly riddled 
with ahot. Tho French brig, which had 
gone between the shore battery and the 
President to take off the fire while tho 
latter awung round, had half her crew, of 
300, awept from her decka by a deadly 
fire. Thia closed tho operationa for tho 
day, which had lasted about four hours, 
and the vessels were again drawn off out 
of range. 

"The following day was consumed in 
burying Admiral Price, the Virago steam- 
ing up the river with a number of oflicers 
on board to discover a suitable placo to 
oonaign hia remains. A pretty, aecluded 
spot under some spreading trees waa se- 
lected, and he waa given a soldier's 
burial. 

"While up the river a camp was dia- 
coverod where a large number from the 
town were living. Tlioy would not fight 
against tho English, and had been pro- 
visioned and aout there out of the way. 
All those who wanted to were taken 
aboard atid distributed among the Eng- 
lish veasela. Among them, 'Dutiohy' 
Smith, now at Plumper I'asa. 

"In about throe days tho shipa having 
been repaired, another attack was madu 
on tho other aide of the harbor, the two 
batteries boing taken and their guna 
pitched from the cliff into |he sea. Tho 
vessels again hauled off, and several 
more days were used in repairing, the 
Virago having received some pretty bad. 
shots. 

"Another attack was made, this time 
on the two ships in the harbor and tho 
mud battery; but tho vesa^la, after doing 
considerable damage, had to haul off, the 
water in the harbor boing low and the 
tide drifting the Bailing veaaala towards 
the shore. A couple of days later still 
another attack was made and the shipa in 
the harbor badly riddled. 

"In the meantime Commander Carnol- 
ly took a boat's orow and made for the 
Russian range target in the harbor, shot 
falling around him like hail from the bat- 
teripn and vosaols; but his boat remained 
unacathod and ho succesafully returned 
to tho Preaidont with tho target without 
losing a man. 

"A couple of dayg after tho last attack 
two sails were sighted, one a aehooner 
and the other a ship. The Virago started 
after the schooner, which she captured, 
and tho sailing veasela niado after the 
ahip. Tho President came up with lier 
first and placed a couple of shots across 
her bows. Tho ship dashed her colors 
and aurrondered. She waa named the 
Kamachatkan, and waa armed with four- 
teen guns. 

"The aehooner waa stripped and burned 
and the Heet made for Esquimalt with tho 
ahip in tow. It waa intaiidod to leave tho 
wounded at Esquimalt and return to the 
Petropaulovski, but the only habitation 
found waa the Hudson Bay fort at Vic- 
toria, and sail was made for Valparaiso, 
where the wounded were landed. 

"At San Francisco the prize waa 
manned and taken to England and sold. 
It waa at San Francisco that the reports 
got out that Admiral Price had suicided 
after the result of the attack on Petropau- 
loski and circulated in tho American 
papera. The fieot then sailed for Valpa- 
ruiao. 

"Admiral Bruce camo out noxt year, 
and took charge of the Pacific fieet, which 
had now been incroased by a couple of 
steam war ships. We left Valparaiso 
about the same time or the previous year, 
and Bailed for Petropauloski, this time 
prepared to givo that port a hot attack. 
Wa arrived there, hut only found five 
men at the town and they claimed to be 
.\mericana; but a French officer discov- 
urcd that one of them was a Russian 
ofBoer he had previously met at Valparai- 
so; the latter made good his escape. The 
other four claimed to be Americans and 
had the Stars and Stripea floating, so they 
wore not molested. 

"Admiral Bruco landed a number of 
troops and fenced off the burying grounds 
of tho English and Ruasian troopa, and 
then burned the barracks and forts and 
destroyed the do'encea. Esquimalt waa 
then Bailed for, after which South 
America, 

"1 returned homo in March, 1867, and 
went into another veaael, and was for 
three years in the West Indies, and was 
on the vessel that laid the first Atlantic 
cable. After that I wont to oaatern Can- 
ada, and in 1802 loft Montreal for the 
Cariboo minea, going via St. Paul and 
Winnipeg, walking across the plains of 
the northwest to tho head waters of the 
Fraser river. ^ 

"Here we made a oanoe of ox hide, 
and carried aix hundred miles down tho 
river to tne Quesnelle forks, where we 
wintered. I was travoling from the 5lh 
May to tho lat of October, and walked 
about 1700 milea. I afterwards came 
down here, where I have been ever
